FOES OF CHURCH 


BOYCOTT IN MEXICO 
PLAN PARADES 


Socialist and Labor Demon- 
strations Sunday When 
Religious Regulation Is 
Effective. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, July 29.—Sharp 
alignments have been drawn be- 
tween the factions supporting and 
opposing the Mexican Govern- 
ment’s religious regulations, which 
go into effect Saturday at mid- 
night. 

The Regional Confederation of 
Labor—dominant labor body in 
Mexico—and deputies of the Labor 
and Socialist parties, groups of 
Senators and various organizations 
of Federal employes have issued 
manifestoes declaring their support 
of President Calles’ program and 
ordering parades and demonstra- 
tions Sunday. 

The church authorities refuse to 
sanction counter-demonstrations 
on the part of the Catholics, but 
the plans of the League for De- 
fense of Religious Liberty for an 
economic boycott are believed te be 
continuing. After the arrest of 
three successive sets of directors, 
hoveaver, the present management 
is proceeding most cautiously and 
giving little outward evidence of its 
activities. 

Meanwhile the Catholics are 
making the most of the church 
ceremonials while they may, for 
the priests are to be withdrawn 
from the churches Sunday, by or- 
der of the Episcopate, in protest 
against the Government regula- 
tions. 

Labor Manifesto. 

The Regional Confederation of 
Labor, in a manifesto, asserts that 
the Laborites are in favor of the 
Government's program because the 
workers desire the reconstruction 
of their country, which is retarded 
“through opposition of the Catho- 
lic clergy to a law which applies 
not only to them, but to all. re- 
ligious creeds.” 

The confederation, the manifesto 
adds, has taken measures to frus- 
trate the economic boycott of the 
League for Defense of Religious 
Liberty by organizing its union 
forces so it can “control production 
and consumption and thus prevent 
injury to the people.”

THEOSOPHIST HOSTS MEET TO 


HAIL NEW ‘WORLD TEACHER’ 
IN A MEDIAEVAL FOREST 


Patiently, in Light of Campfires, 2000 Men and 
Women Wait for Inspired Words to Disclose 
Reincarnation in Krishnamurti.

OMMENS, The Netherlands, July 
29.—-While airplanes drove over a 
medieval forest, what its d¢votees 
hope will prove a new world re- 
ligion is being born in the camp- 
| fires which strike kindred flames 
in the hearts and minds of Theoso- 
phists gathered here from all parts 
of the world. 

Patiently, hopefully, their mate- 
rial wants mjnistered to by the ap- 
plication of Modern science, 2000 
' men and women await the reincar- 
nation of the “‘world teacher’ in 
the body of a young Brahmin, J. 
Krishnamurti, 

Only their eyes, fastened  in- 
tently, almost fanatically, upon the 
young Indian as he sits enthroned 
on a rough-hewn Druidic seat in 
front of the flickering fires, betray 
the eagerness with which the little 
army of disciples waits for the in- 
spired words that shall announce 
the coming of the “‘world teacher.” 

It is an atmosphere of mzysti- 
cism, tempered by the sight of the 
solid stone blocks of the sixteenth 
century Castle Eerde, the loud 
speakers strung from treé to tree 
in an Old World grove and the oc- 
casional screech of a miniature 
railroad as it brings food to the 
disciples from a central kitchen. 

Wait for the Second Coming. 

Foremost among those who sit 
and watch the young Indian as the 
fire plays On his delicate features 
is Mrs. Annie Besant, in her youth 
the image of Lord Byron, with all 
his heady temperament, but now a 
bowed old woman of 79 with white, 
bobbed hair. 

It was she who took Krishna- 
murti as a boy and reared him as 
a son. In her heart burns most 
brightly the faith that the “world 
teachers’’—known to Christians as 
Christ—will make His second com- 
ing to earth known through the 
lips of the young Brahmin just as, 
more than 19 centuries ago in the 
belief of many Theosophists, He 
spoke through the mouth of a 
young carpenter named Jesus. 

There is no doubt of the sincer- 
ity of the little army that waits for 
the second coming. It is fearsome, 
a sincerity that extends from ritual 
to their daily life, for in order to 
fit themselves for the second com- 


ing they abstain from meat, tobac- 
co and alcohol. 

Already, Mrs. Besant declares, 
the “world , teacher” has given 
proof that He means to adopt the 
swarthy body of Krishnamurti for 
His work'on earth. A year ago in 
his native India, the young Brah- 
min, generally a halting speaker, 
apparently was seized with inspi- 
ration. 

“Message” Convincing Trath. 

Then, so Mrs. Besant says, came a 
“message’’ in a voice of penetrating 
sweetness that the “world teacher” 
was coming to aid all who “are 
longing to find , happiness in all 
things.” To Mre. Besant it was 
convincing proof. 

It matters not to the disciples 
that Krishnamurti .plays a good 
game of golf and tennis and rides 
well. They explain the chosen ve- 
hicle of the “world teacher” must 
have a strong, finely attuned body. 

There will be no sudden, star- 
tling occupation of the young 
Brahmin’s body by the “Mighty 
One,” Mrs. Besant said today. 

“Because of the great strain, the 
process is a gradual one,” she ex- 
plained. “We with knowledge all 
witnessed in India the change in 
Krishnamurti’s voice until what we 
refer to as the world teacher spoke 
in the first person. We knew then 
the process had begun. It will con- 
tinue until the Mighty One has 
complete possession of the body. 

Krishnamurti Has Changed. 

“Since then Krishnamurti has 
changed. While he always used to 
find difficulty in speaking in pub- 
lic, he now speaks with authority. 
In the last six months, the world 
teacher has visited him several 
times privately, not again tn public. 
No miracle should be expected. 
These periods are now only for a 
few instants. 

“Therefore, if our-Lord uses thia 
Krishna murtti’s body through 
which to speak at this congress, it 
will not mean He has taken per- 
manent possession of the body. 
That cannot happen for some time. 

“Our message to America is that 
we expect to give all the large cit- 
ies his own book and proofs that 
the world teacher's coming ia im- 
minent. I don't expect outsiders to 
believe this, but shall ask America 
to hear case proofs from history, 
geology, ethnology and psychol.- 
ogy.” 


Rto, will pronounce tRe benedic- 
tion. 

The church authorities have di- 
rected the committees which will 
take over the churches when the 
priests depart to negotiate with the 
municipal authorities, ordered by 
the Government to appoint their 
own committees to take charge of 
the churches. It was thought that 
if the priests negotiated directly 
with the municipal authorities 
some friction might arise and there 
might be some arrests of clergy- 
men. Now it is expected trouble 
will be averted by committees of 
laymen appointed by priests do- 
ing the negotiating. 

Laymen to Conduct Services. 

Unless entirely unforeseen condi- 
tions arise, all the churches will 
remain open after Sunday, although 
no priests will function. Worship- 
ers will be able to enter at all times. 
Under an interpretation given by 
the archbishopric, a sort of modi- 
fied mass may be conducted by 
worshipers, although this does not 
mean that the laymen can actually 
take the place of priests. 

Worshipers will congregate and 
read from their prayer books as 
though the priest were before the 
altar saying mass. A layman will 
lead the worshipers in saying the 
rosary. 

Sacraments to be suspended Sun- 
day are communion, confession, 
confirmation and consecration, all 
of which require the functions of a 
priest. But the modified masses, 
marriages and baptisms will be 
continued by laymen. 

Priests will reaffirm these cere- 
m@nies, when they resume their 
functions. The archbishopric an- 
nounces that while the priests’ are 
absent from the churches a sincere 
act of repentance will be considered 
equivalent to confession necessary 
for death and marriage sacraments. 

At the archbishopric it ts esti- 
mated that in Mexico there are be-

ICNICS are still in style, only 


they have changed with the 
fashions. Modern ituncheon carriers 
have put the old basket out of 
commission. But there is a new 
refrigerator hasket that is zinc- 
lined and carries ice: enough ta 
keep things cold until they arrive 
by motor to their destination. A 
small fireless cooker is also a pic- 
nic possibility. A folding oven, 
folding broiler and nested cooking 
utensils allow cooking upon arrival 
over the correctly built camp fire. 

Vacuum jars carry salads nicely, 
a small vacuum freezer will carry 
the frozen ice cream, pudding, ice 
or frozen fruit. The fireless cooker 
will cook the fricassed chicken as 
you ride along. Biscuits and pota- 
toes may be baked in the oven, fish 
and toast for “toastwiches” can be 
made on the folding legged broiler, 

Tgastwiches are sandwiches made 
of hot toast with hot or cold fill- 
ings. They have been made famil- 
iar by the machines used in many 
drug stores.
